On 6/25/86 WILLIAM SAXBE was interviewed regarding this 
matter. SAXBE provided the same details as were provided by Mr. 

| earlier. SAXBE did not indicate any threat had taken place, 
but stated however, that the telephone calls were certainly an 
annoyance. After the interview of SAXBE an additional telephone 
call was received from the UNSUB* 

In the absence of a threat or indirect threat to SAXBE 
no extortion apparently exists in this matter. The violation 
appears to meet all elements of Title 47 USC .Section 223 
Interstate Obscene or Harassing Telephone Calls. A review of 
MIOG 178-2 reflects that in these matters the local telephone 
company is to initiate a trap and trace of telephone calls 
received. Upon identification of the subject the telephone 
company is to make the initial contact with the subject and 
attempt to have subject discontinue the calls. 

Should calls be continued the matter should then be 
referred to either local authorities or the FBI. This 
information has been brou ght to the attention of Mr. SAXBE's 
office. Specifically Mr. I I has been provided with direct 
information on how to contact the telephone company security 
office and that the FBI would proceed with an investigation when 
the subject is iden tified and fails to adhere to requests of the 
telephone compan y. | | was also advis ed that should at any time 

there be any indication of a threat to immediately contact this 
office and an appropriate investigation would be conducted.
